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1867 COPPER PATTERN COIN SET 


A special showing of a double set of copper ae coins of all coins 
issued 1n 1867 was made for JoAnn Peters, Ruth oan Richard Stewart 
Don Whittington, William Houser, and this writer at he Iowa Historica! 
Museum Saturday Oct. 14, 1989 during the 51st INA Convention. 


The set, which is sept in a vault and can be viewed only by special request, 
was donated to the state of Iowa by then Senator John Kasson. The coins are 
encased 1n a heavy plastic holder Shaped like the state of Iowa. Each coin 
appeared to have a proof-like surface and were pleasantly toned. 


Both, the obverse and reverse of each coin could be viewed. The only preces 
missing of the regular issue coinage of 1867 was the $2.50 and $10 Gol 
pieces. If a $57,000 nee: paid recently for a similar set of alluminun 
pleces is a good example, then this set could be valued at $100,000.! 


It was a rare privelege to be able to see such a rare and beautiful set of 
colns.
